EGOTISM 


Egotism is very seldom a characteristic that is demon- 
strated in a proper place, for the simple reason that there 
could not be more than one proper place in a million for 

s manifestation. After all, there is no more certain way 
@ a person to absolutely make himself despicable, un- 

esirable, and unwanted than to forever be projecting 
himself into what he foolishly believes is the limelight, 
which, nevertheless, is the quickest and most certain way 
of eventually and completely blacking himself out. 

The spirit of egotism (selfish, unnatural self-impor- 
tance) many times has its rise from reasonable and even 
complimentary success; yet this result is unjustifiable in 
any so effected, and reflects positive proof of one’s lack 
of true greatness. “Let another’s lips praise thee and 
not thine own” is advice not only given by the wise man, 
but a person is wise who abides by it. 

The person, many times, who is actually qualified to 
do a job or fill a position, under consideration, is the 
quietest about it and a million miles from clamoring for 
it, while the person who feels and proclaims, “I’ll show you 
how to do it in a big, efficient way,” really needs to take 
long-time training, plus a postgraduate course, to be pre- 
pared for the place to which he aspires. 

“I” is only a single letter word and hence small, and 

t, when.a person who is loaded down with egotism begins 

ery sentence, phrase, and clause with it, and splashes 
it promiscuously through his sentences, he and it are 
swelled and bloated to such abnormal proportions as to 
become despicable to both the sight and hearing of the 
observers. Modesty is an undisputed proof of capable great- 
ness and achievement, while bombasity and windjamming 
are the mark of a person who, perhaps, has done some- 
thing, but, more than likely, is crowing in some other 
person’s barnyard, and that right where the other fellow 
could be crowing but has too much good, common horse 
sense and honesty to do it. Such stealing of credit is, 
preferably denominated “glory snatching,” and there are 
many glory hounds in this world, and (don’t repeat it) 
a few in the Church. 

One thing that makes it difficult for an egotistical per- 
son to always make a sincere Christian impression on the 
public is due to the uncanny methods resorted to for pro- 
motion. Exaggeration is one of its methods of promoting it- 
self, and all who are reasonable minded, it is well known 
that exaggeration is nothing less, generally, than stretch- 


sted to tolerating this kind of bunk by politicians, but 
when church members and ministers lay unjustifiable 
claims to achievements, a genuine Christian, or well princi- 
pled sinner, cannot be expected to appreciate or re- 
spect it. After all, I believe I had rather a person would 
just be open in his lying than to be so foolish as to think 
I am fooled enough to believe his self-lauding, windjam- 
ming exaggeration. One religious denominational leader, 
when his statements to news reporters were questioned by 
them, replied, “Oh, well, I can lie for Jesus’ sake.” I have 
listened, I hate to admit, to preachers in pulpits and over 


> P @: the truth into a lie. We have gotten more or less ad-

the air, make statements that the word exaggeration was 
too mild an adjective to describe; and, which is still more 
serious, heard laymen and even sinners say, “Why does he 
say that? He knows that isn’t true!” 

From observation, it takes a great amount of publicity 
to keep the egotist going, and it matters not whether it is 
by Mussolini, sabre rattling, shooting the bull, starting a 
whispering campaign against some innocent person or 
church, shouting about false achievements or air-castle 
plans, or even lamenting, sanctimoniously, about faked 
persecution and indebtedness, for God’s cause, the pub- 
licity hound just must and will have publicity at any price 
and anybody’s expense. 

The egotists may represent different causes, yet they are 
run in the same mold, eat the same kind of food at the 
same table, and travel the same path, and that is the path 
of their kind of independence. No matter how much or 
long an institution has supported, favored, and promoted 
such fellows, they think that the institution would not 
be existing had it not been for them; therefore, it owes 
everything to them, and they are without obligation to it. 
They feel that they have the prerogative of dictating its 
policies and practices, regardless of its teachings, doctrines, 
and regulations; and when they think some toning-down, 
streamlining, or adding should be done, no matter how 
definitely and fixed and well established the faith practic- 
es or policies of the Church, they feel they should have the 
privilege of interpreting and modifying or adding any- 
thing and everything according to their own opinion of 
what is best for the Church, due to the (professed) new 
light that God has especially shown them, And many 
times if the Church, general or local, does not dance to 
their fiddling, they not only stop fiddling, but seek other 
company and undertake to carry out the secret smoldering 
plans of their egotistical minds and hearts. To do this they 
“go independent,” build up something to their own name, 
and, while doing it, scandalize, ridicule and bite the hands 
that fed and clothed them for years and gave to them the 
place of recognition they had. But when a person gets 
bigger than the Church, he is entirely too big to deserve 
its respect, much less appreciation, and that is true, re- 
gardless of what he may have been in or to the church. 
After all, big men should be big enough to be little enough 
to know that the Church is bigger than they are!

Report of Missionary Committee— 
Adopted 

The Missionary Committee recom- 
mends that a permanent missionary 
committee be established to be com- 
posed of the missionary secretaries 
of the various member groups, to 
function throughout the year by the 
exchange of information and corre- 
spondence. 

The committee recommends fur- 
ther, that the convention ratify their 
designation of Brother Noel. Perkin 
as chairman and Brother J. H. Walker 
as secretary for the ensuing year. 

It shall be the objective of the 
committee to further cooperation in 
the various phases of missionary en- 
terprise. 

The committee respectfully offers 
the following recommendations: 

1. That missionaries on the various 
fields be encouraged to form fellow- 


ship groups, as desired in the home 
land. 

2. That the various missionary secre- 
taries inform the missionaries of each 
society of the purpose of the Pente- 
costal Fellowship of North America 
and the desire of the members of the 
committee that fellowship be pro- 
moted where missionaries are labor- 
ing. 

3. That the various missionary de- 
partments seek to assist one another 
by extending facilities in connecti , 
with receiving homes on the fields; 
and rest homes in the home land; by 
cooperation in matters of literature, 
such as tracts, Sunday School helps 
and other printed matter; by cooper- 
ating in matters of transportation; 
by consultation and cooperation in 
regard to needy areas. 

4. That the missionary secretaries in- 
form the committee secretary con- 
cerning the facilities of each mis- 
Sionary department as to rest homes, 
publications, transportation, schools 
for missionary children, etc. 

5. That the committee secretary re- 
ceive and give information to the 
various member organizations. 

It was moved by Brother Tharp 
and the motion was seconded that 
the recommendations in the repori 
be adopted in their entirety. The m 
tion passed unanimously. 

Report of Committee on Education— 
Adopted 

The Committee on Education rec- 
ommends that each organization with 
Bible Schools and colleges provide a 
compilation of statistical material, 
setting forth the number and location 
of each and the number of enroll- 
ment. 

Further, that addresses of presi- 
dents, deans, principals and business 
managers be furnished, together with 
an exchange of catalogues and regis- 
tration requirements. 

Further, that a suitable person be 
appointed and authorized to represent 
the Pentecostal Fellowship of North 
America in meetings anywhere it is 
advisable to have a united voice in 
relation to schools and colleges. e 

The report was received by mo- 
tion and discussed. It was then moved 
by J. S. Brinsfield that the recom- 
mendations be adopted, and the mo- 
tion prevailed. Thomas Johnstone 
then nominated R. O. Corvin to rep- 
resent the Educational Committee of 
the P. F. N. A. as may be needed for 
united cooperation, and the nomina- 
tion was confirmed by motion.

God abides in our tabernacle (this 
flesh) 1 Cor. 6:19. But the question 
is asked here, Who shall abide (live 
or dwell) in God’s tabernacle? Verse 
1. Jesus spoke of “my Father’s house” 
in John 14:2. God is pure, then His 
tabernacle must be pure. Therefore, 
His people who would occupy His 
house must be pure. How then may 
we purify ourselves? 

“He that walketh uprightly’—the 
first of an elevenfold qualification 
of would-be dwellers in God’s “holy 
hill.” Psalm 37:37 says that the end of 
the upright is peace. Psalm 7:10 tells 
us that God saves (rescues) the up- 
right. 

“And worketh righteousness.” Do 
not simply work—work and exercise 
—righteousness. That is, be not simply 
good; be good for something. Do the 
works of the heavenly Father. Be 
about His business—the soul-winning 
business. 

“And speaketh the truth in his 
heart.” Proverbs 12:19. We know that 
the truth abideth always, but here is 
a promise to the one whose lips speak 
the truth. He shall abide forever, too, 
and he shall abide forever in God’s 
tabernacle. Pilate asked, “What is 
truth?” Truth is that which is opposed 
to falsehood. “Whence came truth?” 
John 1:17 says, “Grace and truth came 
by Jesus Christ.” 

“He that backbiteth not with his 
tongue.” Permit me to link with this 
phrase one of the sayings of Jesus, 
found in Matthew 19:14. Literally, He 
says the kingdom of heaven is made 
up mostly of little children. You can 
speak all the nasty things you can 
think of, to a little child; call him all 
the ugly names you wish, but the baby 
returns not a word. Nay, he will not 
backbite with his tongue. Nor must 
the 20th century Christian, that would 
potentially sing the song of the re- 
deemed, backbite (defend himself) 
with his tongue. 

“Nor doeth evil to his neighbor.” 
This requirement, stated negatively, 
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is a must. It is expedient that you obey 
this to the letter. Strange to say, get- 
ting “even” with an enemy does not 
involve doing him an _ exceedingly 
great wrong. The philosophy and emo- 
tion and psychology of sadism hardly 
correlates with the religion of Jesus 
Christ, who is the exclusive means of 
admission to the portals of glorifica- 
tion. Only God’s vengeance is just. 
“Nor taketh up a reproach against 
his neighbor.” A reproach is the use 
of abusive or opprobrious language 
for the purpose of scorn. Neither does

this practice find its place in the cus- 
toms of those who have been purchas- 
ed by the incorruptible—the precious 
blood of Jesus. 

“In whose eyes a vile person is con- 
temned.” This does not infer that we 
are to despise the vile and evil folk 
themselves; on the contrary, we are to 
mingle with them in hopes of reform- 
ing them through our best influences. 
Should there be those who rather seem 
to enjoy the idleness of sinful pleas- 
ure and profitless folly, we are to 
heartily endorse public boycott of 
these sinners’ company and to stout- 
ly oppose their evil prosperity. This 


theory is precisely balanced out in 
Jesus’ teaching in Matthew 18:15-17, 
concerning church discipline. 

“But he honoureth them that fea 
the Lord.” Here is a great lesson a- 
gainst religious prejudice. If a certain 
effervescent soul doesn’t believe in 
your little ism or schism or what have 
you, that doesn’t entitle you to call 
him a reprobate, or a hopeless, nar- 
row-minded half-wit; for in so doing 
you are only describing yourself, and 
that very accurately. Just because 
you are satisfied with your religion 
or philosophy is no reason it will meas- 
ure up to God’s standard and His 
equity. 

“He that sweareth to his own hurt 
and changeth not.” My good friend, 
vows are sacred to the one to whom 
they are made. They are easy to break, 
but let him who would prepare a rest- 
ing place in heaven, heed those words 
of counsel. Don’t make a rash vow yor 
cannot keep. And if you make a vov .j 
place yourself as the object in case it 
does not pan out. Don’t cause others 
to suffer. 

“He that putteth not out his money 
to usury, nor taketh reward against 
the innocent.” Usury is excessive rates 
of interest charged on money loaned 
out. This practice is soundly forbidden, 
and a modern saint will do well to 
thwart all such possible motives that 
may rise within him. 

“He that doeth these things shall 
never be moved.” At this point only 
does our security begin. Christ is a 
safe foundation on which to build. 
His teachings are infallible and secure, 
and he who walks with God closely, 
intimately, confidentially, trustingly, 
lovingly, and loyally, shall be led of 
Him to a city whose Builder and Mak- , 
er is God, and whose foundations d 
not quiver under any force. After we 
have lived up to all these other things 
I have mentioned, and after we have 
passed on to glory, we shall be secure 
eternally, hallelujah! Ah! and such 
security, such steadfastness as we 
shall enjoy, never to be removed from 
there; nor, indeed, shall we even have 
any such desire to leave the presence 
of the Lord.

BACK FROM THE HOLY LAND 


We have been two and one half 
years in Palestine, Egypt, Cyprus and 
other parts of the Middle East pio- 
neering the mission cause in that 
Biblically sacred, needy, but neglect- 
ed field. It has been our privilege to 
labor in those ancient Bible lands 
during a most important period. We 
arrived there before the British man- 
date terminated and have seen the 
Jewish immigrants, the “scattered 
nation” regathering, pouring into 
Palestine, at one-thousand-a-day- 
average, from the four corners of the 
earth. We have sailed with them and 
witnessed their enthusiasm upon the 
very sight of the Palestine coast line, 
as they sang their national anthem: 


@: the night ascends and our songs 


increase, 

We turn and turn in endless hour 
circles; 

So, too, are our hearts and devotions 
steadfast to the homeland.” 

Our baggage is much labeled and 
our experiences numerous, The re- 
markable changes that have taken 
place in Palestine since 1947 are 
highly significant and make our day 
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more momentous. These latter-day 
prophetical fulfillments are indicators 
that are marking time on God’s dis- 
pensational calendar. It’s the writing 
on the wall that spells out the mes- 
sage of God, both to His Church and 
the age itself. 

The Church is reminded that only 
a short time remains to take the gos- 
pel to those that have not heard it. 
His commission has not changed, but 
says, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
Nor has the order changed in which 
it should be preached. He said, “To 
the Jew first.” The days of this dis- 
pensation are numbered, and its end 
is fast approaching. 

The restoration of Israel back to 
her homeland was nothing short of 
a miracle. The grave conditions under 
which she won her independence 
makes us know that God is over Pal- 
estine and hovers low to help His 
covenant people. Religious freedom, 
which the Government of Israel ex- 
tended to the clergymen inside her 
territory, is a challenge to the Church 
to preach the gospel to Israel. 

“Back home and glad of it” is the 


natural attitude and the way some 
people expect a missionary to feel, 
but it is not the case with us, It was 
harder for us to leave our field there, 
in the face of great opportunities, 
than it was to leave our own Ameri- 
ca in the beginning. “If I forget thee, 
O Jerusalem” was Israel’s attitude 
toward her beloved Holy City. Should 
it not also be a field that is near the 
heart of the Christian, since it is the 
birthplace of the Church and every 
thing that is eternally dear to us?

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SECRET SOCIETIES 


. . - CAN A CHRISTIAN BELONG TO 
THEM AND STILL HONOR CHRIST? 





By JOHN L. BYRD, State Overseer of Mississippi 
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SECRET SOCIETIES must be either 
Christian, non-Christian, or anti- 
Christian. They must be classed in 
some way, but where to class them is 
what puzzles many, even Christians 
of long standing. 

In 1897, there were over six millions 
of oath-bound people in the United 
States, and since that date they have 
greatly multiplied, especially in wom- 
en’s lodges, so that a conservative 
estimate would be from ten to twelve 
million members. They stand as a 
power in political, business, social, and 
religious life in the United States. 
They affect politics, courts of justice, 
and in a degree dictate utterances 
of the pulpit. 

The Question 

The question, then, which confronts 
the Christian is this: “Are Secret So- 
cieties Christian, non-Christian or 
anti-Christian institutions?” Upon the 
determination of this question hinges 
his relationship to them. If they were 
Christian, organized and carried on 
for Christ’s glory and the salvation 
of souls, then there would not only 
be no harm in them, but every Chris- 
tian should deem it his sacred duty 
to help them along as much as pos- 
sible. But if they are anti-Christian, 
then the Christian should have noth- 
ing to do with them. If already joined 
to them, in ignorance of their real 
character, he should at once obey the 
Word of God and “come out from 
among them,” and “have no fellow- 
ship with the unfruitful works of 
darkness, but rather reprove them” 
(Eph, 5:11). There can be no middle 
ground—no united service of God and 
mammon. Jesus said, “He that is not 
with me is against me; and he that 
gathereth not with me scattereth 
abroad” (Matt. 12:30). 

“Out of thine own mouth will I 
judge thee” (Luke 19:22). 

No secret organization claims to be 
Christian, though many of them do 
claim to be religious. Even Satan may 
affect religion, but is none the less 
anti-Christian. I know of no secret 
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Rev. John L. Byrd 


society that owns Jesus Christ as the 
Head and Center of their institution. 
I know of none that makes genuine 
belief in Him and the doctrine of the 
cross a necessary requirement to mem- 
bership. I know of none that requires 
a public declaration of faith in Jesus 
Christ as God’s Son, and His work of 
redemption for them as a condition to 
membership in the order. I know of 
none that holds as a fundamental 
tenet that He is the only way, the 
truth and the life; and that no man 
can come to God independently of 
Him. If there are such, they certainly 
are not included in the class here 
dealt with. Christians are those who 
belong to Christ, and because they be- 
long to Him they follow Him. “My 
sheep hear my voice,” He said; “I 
know them, and they follow me: and 
I give unto them eternal life; and they 
shall never perish, neither shall any 
man pluck them out of my hand” 
(John 10:27, 28). 

The first evidence is, They do not 
claim to be Christian, though they 
mostly claim to be religious. They 
recognize a deity whom they approach 
in prayer, and have a form of worship, 
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teachings of morality for this ute, & 
hope for the life beyond, and a buri 
service, but all of this wholly in- 
dependent of Jesus Christ. Christ is 
excluded, and the blood of the cove- 
nant whereby the believer in Him “is 
sanctified” (Heb. 10:28, 29) is ac- 
counted as an “unholy (or useless) 
thing.” This is the practice, if not in 
so many words, and the order forbids 
the mention of His name in any of its 
lodge work or prayers as unlawful. 

Here we come to the parting of the 
ways. There are not two ways to 
heaven, one by the way of the Cross 
and one that ignores the Cross, Here 
is God’s way: Jesus said, “I am the 
way, the truth and the life; no man 
cometh unto the Father but by me” 
(John 14:6). “I go my way, and ye 
shall seek me, and shall die in your 
sins: whither I go, ye cannot con® 
(John 8:21, 22). 

Jesus was God’s only begotten Son, 
whom the Father sent into this world 
to be the propitiation for our sins; to 
be made sin for us that we might be 
saved through Him. There is but One 
who came to seek and to save the 
lost, and give His life as a ransom for 
many. This, once and for all, sets aside 
Mohammed, Buddha, Brahma, and 
Confucius, as well as all other pre- 
tended Messiahs, as “thieves and rob- 
bers,” and leaves Jesus Christ as God’s 
only way into the kingdom of God. 
I trust none will dispute the fact that 
God has a right to prescribe the way 
by which rebellious man may come 
into His kingdom and approach 
His presence. We readily grant that 
right to earthly kings, and surely no 
reasonable man would deny it to th 
God who made heaven. 

Let us note what secretism has to 
say in regard to God’s way. The fol- 
lowing are to be found in their public 
records on file in the great libraries 
of our land, and hence are not an ex- 
posure of so-called secrets. 

Take the manual written by 
A. B. Grosch, which is dedicated to 
all inquirers who desire to know what 
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the Order is, and this has, I am told, 
been endorsed by the Grand Lodge, 
and hence is the expression of the 
Lodge itself. It says, on page 297, 
“Judaism, Christianity, Mohammedan- 
ism recognizes the living and true 
God; (p. 298) followers of different 
teachers, ye are worshipers of one God 
who is Father of all, and therefore ye 
are brethren.” This reduces Christ to 
a mere teacher, and then puts Him 
on a common level with Mohammed; 


nd every professed Christian member 


ot only says “Amen” to this, but links 
himself in a common brotherhood 
with the haters, revilers, and murder- 
ers of Christ, for such has been the at- 
titude of both Jew and Mohammedan. 

If you want to find out who a man’s 
god is, listen to him pray, and you 
will soon learn both who his god is and 
the measure of his faith in him. In 
determining who the god of secretism 
is, we must seek for him in their 
prayers, for there, if anywhere, he will 
be revealed. 

The Grand Lodge of for the 
State of Massachusetts asked the fol- 
lowing question of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge of the World, Feb. 14, 
1889 (Report, page 336): “Is it lawful 
for a chaplain to commence and 
finish his prayer in the name of 





Qe” Here is the answer of the 
ge on this vital question. 


“Our Order only requires a belief 
in the existence of the Supreme Being 
as a qualification for membership, and 
has no affinity with any religious sect 
or system of faith; hence EVERY- 
THING SAVORING OF SECTARIAN- 
ISM IS NOT TO BE TOLERATED. The 
words ‘system or sect’ do not have 
reference merely to the sects within 
the pale of Christianity, but have a 
far broader significance and include 
all the religions of the world. In this 
sense Christianity is a sect; hence it 
is inexpedient, and I think unlawful 
to make prominent reference to in the 
lodge work, We have Jews, Moham- 
medans, and others of non-Christian 
sect within our Order, and the rule 
applies to them equally with members 
of the Christian faith.” 

Could language be plainer? Any- 
thing savoring of Christ “is not to be 
tolerated.” Unlawful to make promi- 
nent mention of Christ in opening and 
closing prayer! This is nothing but 
“crucifying Christ afresh,” so far as 
the Order is concerned. Christian, 
how do you like to be told that you 
may come in, but must leave your 
Christ outside?—that if you want to 
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pray while within the limits of the 
oath-bound order, you must find 
some other name to pray in, because 
it is “unlawful” to bring the name of 
Jesus there? 

Let us note the stand another great 
order takes on Christianity. It is the 
oldest, the parent order. 

In Cedar Rapids, Iowa, there is a 
great library of upwards of ten 
thousand volumes, purporting to give 
all the information about the Order, 
save, of course, the secret work which 
so far as they are concerned, is not 
published. I quote from a book by Dr. 
Albert G. Macky:—“Encyclopedia of 
,’ published by Mose and Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, in 1879. This 
work is considered one of the best, 
if not the best, authority on the 
Order. On page 594 it says, “ isa 
religious institution, and hence its 
regulations inculcate the use of prayer 
as a proper tribute of gratitude to 
the beneficent Author of life.” 

Again, on page 641: “The religion of 
is non-sectarian. It admits 
men of every creed within its hospi- 
table bosom. It is not Judaism, though 
there is nothing to offend the Jew.” 
Nothing to offend the Jew! Then there 
is nothing about Christ in it, for the 
Jew was so offended with Christ that 
he considered the only fit place for 
Him was on the cross. From then till 
now the Jew has hated Christ and 
taught his children to hate Him, too. 
When secretism advertises that there 
is nothing there to offend the Jew, 
you may rest assured there is nothing 
of Christ about it, in name, principle, 
or practice. Again, “It is not Christian- 
ity, but there is nothing in it repug- 
nant to the faith of a Christian.” No, 
not if the Christian can stand to see 
his Lord rejected before his very eyes! 

No Christian can stand on the plat- 
form of universality. The moment he 
admits the equality of other religions 
with Christanity, he has denied the 
fundamental tenet of his faith: “Other 
foundation can no man lay than that 
is laid, which is JESUS CHRIST” (1 
Cor. 3:11; Acts 4:12). 

God’s Word Is Against Secretism 

“God is light, and in him is no dark- 
ness at all.” Jesus Christ was and is 
“the light of the world; that was the 
true light that lighteth every man 
that cometh into the world. He that 
followeth me shall not walk in dark- 
ness but shall have the light of life.” 
Secretism is dark, secret, behind 
sentinel-guarded doors, and _ their 














blindfolded candidates know not 
where they go. God said, “I have not 
spoken in secret, in a dark place in 
the earth” (Isa. 45:19); and Jesus 
said, “I spake openly to the world; I 
ever taught in the synagogue and in 
the temple whither the Jews always 
resort, and in secret have I said noth- 
ing” (John 18:20). God operates ‘in 
the light, openly; Christ came to be 
the great Illuminator of the world, 
letting in the glad light of the Father’s 
love for lost souls. He did not organize 
a society of a select few who alone 
were permitted to partake of His bless- 
ings, but threw wide open the door 
to all. 
The Oath 

The oath of secretism is contrary 
to Scripture, and is of such a nature 
as to bring every Spirit-taught child 
of God to see that he has placed his 
neck in a yoke of bondage, and bound 
himself in the closest bonds of fel- 
lowship with unbelievers—Jews, Mo- 
hammedans, Brahmins, and a great 
horde of profane, godless men, whose 
religion consists principally in regalia. 
I assert, as a fact, that no sane Chris- 
tian man or woman could be induced 
to take several of the oaths if they 
knew in advance what they were. 
They range all the way from binding 
vows to the strongest oaths that it is 
possible for men and devils to con- 
struct; and the penalties range from 
the disfavor, disdain and contempt 
of their fellows, to the most horrible 
of deaths. The candidate is led blind- 
folded to the altars, and the words of 
oath are given him a few at a time; 
and under pressure of the circum- 
stances he takes oaths to that which, 
had he known it, no money could have 
hired him to take. In no other insti- 
tution do men go blindfolded, and obli- 
gate themselves for life and death as 
here. There is something repulsive in 
a child of God binding himself by 
oaths and promises as is required in 
all secret orders.—Geo. L. Hunt.

Sheep in the Midst of Wolves 


(Message given in devotional service 
Thursday morning, October 20, to the 
North American Pentecostal Fellow- 
ship, by R.O. Corvin, A.B., M.A., B.D.

Scripture: Matthew 10:16—“Behold, 
I send you forth as sheep in the midst 
of wolves; be ye therefore wise as ser- 
pents, and harmless as doves.” 

No one ever heard of a shepherd 
commissioning his sheep to do such an 
unnatural and dangerous task; how- 
ever, this is just another of those un- 
natural demands that Jesus required of 
His followers. He threw His program 
into natural reverse and moved for- 
ward. He said, “If a man smite one 
cheek, turn the other. If a man sue 
thee and take thy coat, give him thy 
cloak. If a man compel thee to go a 
mile, go two. If a man will save his life, 
he must lose it. If he be great, he must 
be servant. To be exalted he must be 
humble. If a man would borrow of 
thee, turn not away. When hated, he 
must love. When cursed, he must 
bless.” These are examples of his for- 
ward program in natural reverse. 

Immediately preceding His commis- 
sion to the Twelve, He had spent an 
entire night in prayer. Somewhere 
near the borders of Samaria, during 
the second period of His Galilean min- 
istry, He thrust these disciples into the 
harvest with authority against unclean 
spirits and with power to heal all man- 
ner of diseases. Further duties called 
for their preaching the gospel, cleans- 
ing the lepers, and raising the dead. 
When considering the commission that 
Christ imposed upon His sheep, the 
natural thinker would lay a tremen- 
dous accusation at His feet. A sheep is 
harmless, innocent, and unwarlike. His 
feet are not swift; his teeth are not 
vicious; his body is not tough; his na- 
ture is not aggressive. He depends on 
others for protection. The nature of 
the wolf is different. He is warlike and 
vicious; his teeth are sharp and his 
tongue bloodthirsty; his existence de- 
pends on his spirit to fight. To him 
nothing is more desirable than the 
warm blood and tender flesh of a 
sheep. 

His orders directed them into the 
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midst of many wolves. They were to go 
out in the midst of the great Roman 
wolf. This wolf gloated in his god of 
power. Roman legions were established 
not only in Italy, Greece, Galatia and 
Egypt, but in the promised land of Ca- 
naan. Even the Jewish nation was 
squirming under the heel of Roman 
authority. The people had been taxed 
to poverty. The Roman wolf symbolized 
the zenith of civil authority with no 
scruples, when it came to devouring 
the sheep. 

The religious wolf consisted of two 
outstanding sects; Sadducees and 
Pharisees. The Sadducees, cold, calcu- 
lating and modernistic, were establish- 
ed 165 years B. C. The Pharisees, estab- 
lished 105 years B.C., believed in spir- 
its, in the resurrection of the dead, in 
the law of Moses, and the traditions of 
the elders. Comparing the attitude of 
these two groups toward the sheep one 
can detect no difference. In the early 
outset of the mission of the sheep, this 
religious wolf became far more aggres- 
sive and bloodthirsty than the great 
Roman wolf. 

These sheep were to encounter the 
wolf of heathen religions. Baalism and 
his offsprings of prostitution and phal- 
lic worship were deeply rooted in many 
soils. The religion of Mythros in- 
itiated thousands of followers in blood 
baths and godless oaths. Simon Magus 
and his program of sorcery held mul- 


, titudes in devices of cunning trickery. 


These sheep were to walk into the 
midst of these heathen wolves. 

Another more deadly and broader in 
aspect was the wolf of moral decay. 
One-half of the world held the other 
half in slavery. Three-fourths of the 
adult population engaged in drunken- 
ness. Ninety per cent of the adult pop- 
ulation was guilty of committing adul- 
tery. Often innocent women sold their 
virtue to maintain their popularity and 
gave the price gained therefrom to 
support the priests and their sinful 
religion. 

Probably the wolf of discouragement 
was the most deadly ever to be encoun- 
tered by the sheep. The man whom 
they considered as the Christ was born 
not in a palace, but in a humble grotto. 
He lived in a secluded and obscure 
place. He grew up as a tender plant out 
of dry ground. He was a member of a 
race which had spent more than half 


its history in slavery. His nation at 
that time was under the iron tyranny 
of a ruthless enemy. On one occasion a 
would-be disciple approached Him for 
material gain. Jesus corrected his mis- 
concept, by saying, “Foxes have holes, 
and the birds have nests, but the So 
of man hath no where to lay his head. 
These sheep followed a shepherd who 
never built a palace; who never de- 
veloped an army with swords; who 
never traveled more than a hundred 
miles from his birthplace; who never 
wrote a book for followers to read; who 
made his headquarters in the home of 
a friend; who sailed in the boat of 
another; who rode into Jerusalem on 
the donkey of a neighbor; who was be- 
trayed by His own and rejected by His 
nation; who was unlawfully tried be- 
fore the Sanhedrin and unlawfully 
condemned by the Romans; who at 
one time was popular but lost His pop- 
ularity; who died on the cross, under 
a curse, with sheep scattered without 
a shepherd; who lost His earthly pos- 
sessions in the form of a garment by 
the gambling of soldiers; who was lai 
to rest in the tomb of Joseph. From th 
standpoint of the world He asserted 
the greatest claims and made the 
greatest failure of any man ever born 
of woman. These sheep had to confront 
the awful wolf of discouragement. 
The next question comes to us, “What 
could sheep do in the midst of wolves?” 
We answer by saying, “They could be- 
lieve; they could preach; they could 
die.” They could believe the voice of 
God in the early dawn of time, that 
the seed of woman would bruise the 
head of the serpent. They could believe 
that Jesus was a prophet like unto 
Moses whom they had heard. They 
could believe with Joshua that He was 
the Captain of the Lord’s host, furious 
in battle. They could believe with 
Isaiah that He was the Wonderful, the 
Counsellor, the Mighty God, the Ever- 
lasting Father, the Prince of Peace, 


upon whose shoulders the government ~ 


of King David would rest. They could 
believe that He was the Ancient of 
Days, to whom 10,000 times 10,000 
would do homage. They could believe 
with Solomon that He was the chiefest 
among ten thousand and altogether 
lovely. They could believe that He was 
the Sun of righteousness, arising with 
healing in His wings. They could be- 
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lieve with Gabriel that “his name shall 
be called Jesus, for he shall save his 
people from their sins.” They could be- 
lieve the statement of the angel, “Unto 
you is born this day in the city of 
David, a Saviour which is Christ the 
Lord.” Let the wolf growl; the sheep 
agreed with the heavenly host, “Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, good will toward men.” Let the 
wolf attack; the sheep could believe 
with Simeon, “Now lettest thou thy 


@: vs: depart in peace, according to 


y word; for mine eyes have seen thy 
Salvation, which thou hast prepared 
before the face of all people; a light 
to lighten the Gentiles and the glory 
of thy people Israel.” Let the wolf 
bury his teeth in the flesh of the 
sheep; they could still believe with 
Nathaniel, “Rabbi, thou art the Son 
of God; thou art the King of Israel.” 
These sheep could believe with God, 
who said, “Thou art my beloved Son in 
whom I am well pleased.” They could 
believe the statement of the centurion, 
“Surely this was the Son of God.” They 
could believe with Peter, “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” Let 
the wolf howl and persuade; he could 
never make them believe other than 
that Jesus turned water into-wine in 
Cana, that He healed the nobleman’s 
son in Capernaum, that He directed 


}:: disciples to encircle a draught of 


Shes, that He cleansed a man in the 
Capernaum synagogue of an unclean 
spirit, that He healed Peter’s mother- 
in-law of a fever, that He spoke tat- 
tered flesh into health for a leper, that 
He calmed the unbridled nerves of a 
paralytic borne by four, that He gave 
strength to an impotent man who had 
been sick for thirty and eight years, 
that He commanded a withered hand 
to be stretched forth unto the full use 
of activity. It was impossible for the 
wolves to keep the sheep from believ- 
ing that Jesus spoke the word and the 
centurion’s servant lived, that Jesus 
touched the bier and the widow’s son 
was raised from the dead, that Jesus 
cried, “Peace be still,” and the disci- 
ples marveled, “What manner of man 
is this?” We challenge the wolves to 
change the minds of these disciples as 


* the results of a “Talatha Cuma,” or 


he feeding of 5,000, or whether it was 
a spirit who walked upon the water. 
Convince the Syrophoenician woman 
that her daughter was unaffected by 
the power of Jesus. Tell the 4,000 that 
Jesus used trickery in feeding their 
hungry bodies. Inform the blind man 
of Bethesda that Jesus was a sinner. 
Prove to the crippled woman that the 
words of Jesus were of none effect, and 
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to the Jews that Lazarus was never 
dead. Tell the ten lepers that their 
disease was only functional and that 
Jesus merely corrected the twist of 
their minds. Inform the blind man of 
Jericho that he was never really blind, 
and tell Malchaeus, the servant of the 
high priest, that the loss of his ear was 
only a dream. 

Yes, regardless of the wolves, these 
sheep could believe in the pre-exist- 
ence of Christ, in His virgin birth, in 
His silent years, in His miraculous ac- 
tivities, in His superior teachings, in 
His being the greatest example of all 
eternity, in His undivided loyalty to 
God the Father, in His vicarious suf- 
ferings, in His bloody atonement, in 
His triumphant resurrection, in His 
ascension to the heavens, and in His 
returning to the earth. These sheep 
could believe. 

What else could sheep do in the 
midst of wolves? When a lion roars, 
who will not fear? When the Vesuvius 
erupts, who will not flee? When the 
spirits of sheep wax hot, who can keep 
them from preaching? These sheep 
could preach. They opened their 
mouths in the synagogues, in the 
streets, and in the secret chambers. 
They screamed to the world from the 
housetop; they testified before the 
Sanhedrin; they gave witness to civil 
authorities. They vexed the religious 
wolf of Phariseeism and Sadduceeism, 
causing them to growl out a statement 
that “these have filled all Jerusalem 
with their doctrine.” These sheep 
preached to Simon Magus and his fol- 
lowers of sorcery. They penetrated the 
heart of bloody Mythros and caused 
phallic worship to reel on its founda- 
tion. They preached until unclean 
spirits departed from men, crying with 
loud voices. They preached in Antioch, 
on the Island of Cyprus, in Pisidia, 
Lystra, Derbe, and Iconium. They 
crossed swords with the philosophical 
world of Greece and heralded to the 
household of Caesar that there was a 
better life found in Jesus the Christ. 
Within the first century these sheep 
had preached to the Roman world and 
started the wolf of moral decay run- 
ning for the cover of night. Place the 
sheep in prison, and they would preach 
through the bars. Place them in stocks 
and they would convert the jailer. Cut 
their backs with Roman whips, and 
their blood would testify to the hea- 
then. Consign them to dungeons and 
their life would radiate out of the dark. 
World of wolves, we openly challenge 
you to keep the sheep from preaching. 


What else could sheep do in the 
midst of wolves? They could die. They 
could yield their flesh to the sword 
and their bodies to the fire, their heads 
to the guillotine, their hearts to the 
spear, their necks to the rope, and 
their blood to the lions. These sheep 
could die for their faith. Matthew suf- 
fered martyrdom by a sword in Ethi- 
opia. Mark was dragged through the 
streets of Alexandria until he expired. 
Luke was hanged on an olive tree in 
Greece. John was placed in a caldron 
of boiling oil and cast off on the Isle of 
Patmos. James was beheaded in Jeru- 
salem by Herod. James the Less was 
thrown from a wing of the Temple and 
later beaten to death with a fuller’s 
club. Philip was hanged at Hieropolis 
in Phrygia. Bartholomew was flayed 
to death by a barbarous king. Andrew 
was bound to a cross and preached un- 
til he expired. Thomas was run 
through the body by a lance. Jude was 
shot to death with arrows. Simon 
Zelotes was crucified in Persia. Mat- 
thias was first stoned and afterward 
beheaded. Peter was crucified with his 
head down. Paul was beheaded in 
Rome. What could sheep do in the 
midst of wolves? They could believe; 
they could preach; they could die. 

Pentecostal Fellowship of North 
America, we face the same wolves. 
Their clothing may be different, but 
their hearts and teeth are the same. 
The early disciples cut their way into 
the heart of a world of wolves by the 
Sword of Truth, inspired with the Holy 
Spirit. We possess the same truth. We 
are baptized by the same Spirit. Shall 
we accept the challenge and really be 
sheep in the,midst of wolves, as wise 
as serpents and as harmless as doves?

CORDOVA, Md.—When I was seven- 
teen years of age, I was lifting, and 
while under the strain of the load 
something was torn loose in my back. 
I went on trying to work for two years, 
with this condition in my back steadi- 
ly growing worse.
